REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL EDUCATION (ASFC 85-6-D1) 


Prof. Drysdale said that the Report of the Committee on General Education 
was intended as an information item and not one for action, It was simply 
to inform Council of the nature of discussions that had taken place in 
the committee in the past two months. 


In reply to a question concerning the proposed reduction of the electives 
in the Science area Dean Roy said that the cuts proposed, as understood by 
him, do not exclusively affect the Science electives, but were cuts in 
part-time budgets and part-time instructors, and have to do largely with 
the phasing out of Health Education and not of the traditional disciplines 
in Science. He said that there will continue to be Arts elective courses 
in Science departments sufficient to meet the future needs of the general 
education minors. 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Sahni) to receive the Report of the 
Committee on General Education (ASFC 85-6-D1). Vote: Carried

Dean Roy expressed his appreciation to the Steering Committee members who 
had worked very hard this year and thanked the Secretary of Council, Ms.

On behalf of Council Provost Singer expressed the appreciation of Council 
for Dean Roy's efforts during what had been an unusually heavy year and 
moved a motion of thanks to that effect. 


Prof. Shulman said that in view of the rapid transition of the Faculty he 
thought it would be appropriate for Council to go on record thanking all 
the Deans and Provost for their work over the last several years and to 
acknowledge their workload over the years. Applause followed.
